000 worth of building permits
this month, Mrs, E. Coles, of
the city building dept., re-
ported Tuesday. More than
$1,000,000 in permits were
issued this week alone.

An average of $200,000 worth of
permits for construction here have
gone over the counter each day
during March, she said.

This figure, coupled with the $3,-
700,000 in permits issued during
the first two months of the year,
indicates that nearly $8,000,000
worth of permits will be issued
during the first quarter of 1953.

If the pace set already this
year continues, there is every in-
dication that last year’'s record of
$18,000,000 will be well surpassed,
building dept, officials declare.
